Louisiana  Scholars  College  Established  at  NSU 


A  Louisiana  Scholars 
College  for  the  Liberal  Arts 
and  Sciences  to  serve  academ- 
ically gifted  and  artistically 
talented  college  students  was 
established  at  Northwestern 
State  Univereity  March  26  in 
action  by  the  Louisiana  Board 
of  Regents  for  Higher 
Education. 

Northwestern  President  Dr. 
Robert  Alost  said  the  Scholars 
College,  which  will  be  a  part 
of  NSU's  main  campus  at 
Natchitoches,  will  be  highly 
selective  in  the  admission  of 
students.  North  we  stem's  open 
admissions  policy  will 
continue  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  university. 

Alost  said  recruitment  of 
students  for  the  Louisiana 
Scholars  College  will  begin 
immediately,  and  the  first 
class  will  enter  next  fall.  He 
indicated  that  the  Scholars 
College  could  have  an  enroll- 
ment of  200  in  the  fall  of  1987 
and  that  enrollment  could 
reach  1.000  by  1990. 

Scholarships  will  be  avail- 
able to  students  selected  for 
admission.  Applications  will 
be  accepted  from  out-of-state 
students,  but  a  minimum  of  90 
percent  of  students  selected 
for  admission  will  be  from 
Louisiana. 

Students  in  the  Scholars 
College  will  be  engaged  in  an 
intense  Liberal  Arts  Degree 
program  with  three  primary 
areas  of  concentration— pre- 
professional,  high  technology 


and  creative  and  performing 
arts. 

'The  Louisiana  Scholars 
College  will  be  the  state's  fir^t 
public  selective  admission 
program  in  liberal  aru  for 
Louisiana's  finest  scholars." 
Alost  said. 

He  said  the  selection  of 
Northwestern  as  the  exclusive 
site  for  a  Scholars  College  in 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  "is  a 
prestigious  designation  that  is 
unprecedented  in  Louisiana." 

Dr.  Dale  Thorn,  vice- 
president  for  academic  affairs 
at  Northwestern,  said  NSU 
was  chosen  to  establish  the 
new  College  "because  of  the 
institution's  commitment  to 
excellence,  its  innovative  plan 
for  the  creation  of  the  Scholars 
College  and  the  experience  of 
President  Alost  in  the  estab- 
lishment and  development  of 
the  Louisiana  School  for 
Math,  Science  and  the  Arts." 

The  NSU  president  said  the 
Scholars  College  "is  being 
tailored  to  meet  the  challenges 
to  higher  education  offered  by 
the  Carnegie  Commission, 
National  Institute  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  in  recent 
critiques  of  the  undergraduate 
experience  in  higher 
education." 

Alost  stated  that  faculty 
members  "who  are  authorities 
in  their  subject  matter  fields 
and  who  have  experience  and 
expertise  in  serving  academi- 


cally superior  students"  will 
be  recruited  nationwide  for  the 
Scholars    College. 

The  Scholars  College  will 
have  a  full-time  faculty  of  10 
in  the  first  year,  including  two 
master  teachers.  Adjunct 
professors,  artists  and  writers- 
in-residence  and  guest  lectur- 
ers will  also  work  with  Scho- 
lars College  students. 

Alost  said  the  Louisiana 
Scholars  College  "will  be 
highly  competitive,  acceler- 
ated, personalized  and  highly 
accountable.  This  accounta- 
bility will  assure  that  gradu- 
ates of  the  Colleges  are 
competitive  nationally  and 
worldwide." 

Special  classrooms, 
research  facilities  and  dormi- 
tories will  be  provided  for 
students  in  the  Louisiana 
Scholars  College.  Dormitories 
will  include  computer  facili- 
ties, offices  for  faculty 
members  who  will  be  avail- 
able to  assist  students  and 
other  futures  designed  to 
serve  the  needs  of  highly  moti- 
vated students. 

The  projected  cost  of  the 
first  year  of  operation  of  the 
Scholars  College  is  ^  sgg}^ 
$650,000,  and  Alof  made 
Northwestern  "has  jn  its 
substantial  reductions^rovide 
operating  costs  to  i  -,lars 
funding  for  the  ScK 
College."  rtnei 

He  explained  that  per,-^  by 
costs  have  been  Kdij^j0 
nearly  $1.2  million  ^^^ 


"25  graduate  and  nine  under- 
graduate programs  have  been 
terminated.  These  were  non- 
productive pnjgrams  which 
did  not  have  adequate  produc- 
tion to  justify  costs.  The  elimi- 
nation of  those  programs 
provides  funds  for  the  Scho- 
lars College,  which  will  be 
extremely  productive." 

Alost  said  the  Scholars 
College  "will  offer  a  living 
and  teaming  environment  that 
fosters  a  community  of  scho- 
lars working  as  a  close-knit 
intcllcciual  family." 

Scholars  College  students, 
after  their  first  year  of  study, 
will  have  two  major  options 
for  pursuing  academic  work, 
the  Concentration  Program  or 
the  Experimental  Study 
Group. 

The  Concentration  Program 
is  an  exploration  of  the  unity 
and  conflict  of  humanistic  and 
technical  viewpoints  and 
ideas.  Largely  sinictured.  the 
program  promotes  close  and 
sustained  contact  between 
students  and  faculty  and 
provides  a  coherent  and 
balanced  approach  to  the 
divorcity  of  discipUnc  avail- 
ah|p   t/^  ctii/lfnis. 

.  ic  ^"^'"^^^''Perimen- 
tal  Study  Group,  a  self-paced 
academic   program,    assume 


responsibility  for  their  own 
education.  It  is  largely  free  of 
the  constraints  of  time,  learn- 
ing methods  and  subject 
matter  imposed  by  the  regular 
curriculum. 

A  written  examination  in 
major  study  areas  will  be 
required  of  all  seniors  and  will 
be  evaluated  by  external  read- 
ers.

James  Smith,  assistant 
women's  basketball  coach  at 
Northwestern  Slate  Univer- 
sity Tor  the  past  eight  years, 
has  been  named  head  coach 
and  coordinator  of  women's 
athletics  at  NSU.  He 
succeeds  Pat  Pierson,  who 
resigned  March  16  to 
become  head  coach  at  East 
Carolina  University. 

Northwestern  president 
Dr.  Robert  Alost.  in 
announcing  Smith's  promo- 
tion and  Pierson's  resigna* 
tion,  said,  "Northwestern 
has  accepted  Coach  Pier- 
son's  resignation  with 
regret.  She  has  built  a 
highly'Successful  women's 
basketball  program  at 
Northwestern  and  has 
projected  a  positive  image 
for  the  university.  We 
extend  our  best  wishes  to  Pat 
in  her  new  position,  and  I  am 
confidenl  (hat  her  success 
will  continue." 

He  added,  "Northwestern 
is  extremely  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  elevate  to  the  head 
coaching  position  an  indivi- 
dual with  James  Smith's 
abilities  and  experience.  He 
has  played  an  important  role 
in  the  establishment  of  a  rich 
tradition  in  women's  basket- 
ball at  Northwestern  in 
recent  years,  and  we  feel  that 
he  is  qualified  to  continue 
and  enhance  that  tradition 
as  head  coach." 

Primarily  responsible  for 
the  Lady  Demon  offense, 
Smith  has  helped  guide  NSU 
to  t(^  10  national  rankings 
in  scoring  offense  in  each  of 
the  Ust  three  seasons.  The 
Lad>  Demons  ranked  fourth 
Datlonally  with  an  88.0  per 
pame  scoring  average  in 
1984-85  and  Hnished  fifth  in 
the  nation  last  year  with  an 
VS  mark.  The  team  was 
eighth  this  season, averaging 
83.0  points  a  game. 

Smith  moved  to  North- 
western as  an  assistant  after 
a    successful    high    school 


coaching  career  at  Downs- 
ville,  where  he  captured 
three  consecutive  district 
titles  and  a  Class  B  state 
runner-up  spot  in  his  final 
season.  His  Downsville 
teams  were  115-21  for  a 
winning  percentage  of  .845. 

In  addition  to  serving  as 
basketball  assistant.  Smith 
coached  Lady  Demon  soft- 
ball  teams  for  four  years  and 
guided  the  1982  team  to  the 
Division  II  national 
championships. 

A  native  of  Spearsville, 
Smith  had  an  outstanding 
prep  athletic  career  in  base- 
ball and  basketball.  He  was  a 
four-year  baseball  letter- 
man  at  Centenary  College 
and  also  played  basketball 
for  the  Gents.  He  received 
his  bachelor's  degree  from 
Northeast  Louisiana 
University  in   1975. 

In  accepting  the  position 
as  head  coach  and  coordina- 
tor of  women's  athletics. 
Smith  said,  *1  am  grateful 
for  the  opportunity  to 
continue  to  build  upon  a 
successful  program  at 
Northwestern.  The  universi- 
ty has  demonstrated  a 
strong  commitment  to  excel- 
lence in  women's  athletics, 
and  I  look  forward  to  the 
opportunities  and  the  chal- 
lenges of  the  new  position." 

Pierson,  winningest  coach 
in  Lady  Demon  history,  said 
she  accepted  the  East 
Carolina  coaching  job  *Svith 
mixed  emotions.  I  consider 
Natchitoches  and  North- 
western home,  and  I  am 
proud  of  the  program  here 
and  appreciative  of  the  assis- 
tance that  has  been  provided 
in  establishing  the  program.

All-America  Honors 

Llewellyn  Starks  became 
Northwestern  State's  first  indivi- 
dual track  and  field  AU-America 
in  four  years  when  the  redshirt 
frcshnian  long-jumped  25  feel, 
nine  and  one  half  inches  at  last 
weekend's  NCAA  Indoor 
Championships  in  Oklahoma 
City,  Oklahoma. 

Starks,  whose  effort  was  the 
fifth  best  leap  in  the  nation, 
narrowly  missed  qualifying  for 
the  outdoor  championships,  to  be 
held  at  Louisiana  State  Universi- 
ty June  3  through  June  6,  coming 
up  half  an  inch  short. 

The  frightening  aspect  of  the 
Jonesboro.  Louisiana  native's 
performance  is  that,  according  to 
NSU  head  coach  Leon  Johnson 
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LLEWELLYN  STARKS 

"he  hasn't  even  reached  his 
potential  yet.  We  hope  that  we 
can  find  him  a  good  jumping  pit 
to  qualify  him  for  the  outdoor 
championships." 

The  last  NSU  track  and  field 
performer  to  capture  All- 
America  honors  was  Steve  Stock- 
ton in  the  javelin  back  in  1983.

Randy  Huffstickler,  a  graduate 
of  Southwood  High  School  in 
Shreveport  and  a  former  all- 
conference  performer  at  the 
University  of  Central  Arkansas, 
will  temporarily  fill  the  position 
of  defensive  secondary  coach 
vacated  by  Thompson. 

Huffstickler  led  UCA  to  the 
Arkansas  Intercollegiate  Confer- 
ence championship  three  of  the 
four  years  he  played  (1977-80) 


PAT  PIERSON  was  named 
Co-Head  Coach  of  the  Year  and 
SANDY  PUGH  grabbed  Confer- 
ence Player  of  the  Year  honors  as 
the  Gulf  Star  Conference  passed 
out  its  basketball  awards  in  early 
March. 

ANNIE  HARRIS  was  also 
named  to  the  GSC's  first  team 
while  center  CLARA  JEAN 
DAVIS  was  a  second  team  selec- 
tion. From  the  Demon  side  of

PIERSON  look  a  club  that  was 
picked  to  finish  second  at 
season's  Stan  to  a  9-1  conference 
record  and  share  of  the  league 
championship.  After  posting  an 
overall  mark  of  19-8.  Pieison 
guided  NSU  u>  eight  straight 
winning  seasons  and  a  composite 
166-89  won-loss  worksheet,  an 
overall  winning  percentage  of 
.650. 

PUGH  tossed  in  21.1  points 
per  game  this  year,  including  13 


straight  twenty-plus  perfor- 
mances lo  close  out  the  season  as 
the  5-11  senior  forward  became 
the  only  GSC  scoring  champion 
in  NSU  hoop  hisioiy.  Her  8.9 
rebound  figure  was  sixth  best  in 
the  league,  though  she  pulled 
down  ten  boards  per  contest  in 
conference  acbon  and  popped  in 
22.9  points  against  all  GSC  tots. 

HARRIS,  a  second  team  selec- 
tion each  of  the  last  two  years, 
made  her  presence  felt  in  CSC 
action  by  leading  (he  league  in 
three  point  shots.  By  virtue  of  ha 
twenty  successful  missies  irom 
beyond  the  three  point  line. 
Harris  converted  more  three 
pointers  than  throe  of  the  six  GSC 
learns  while  averaging  20.7 
points  per  game  —  second  best  in 
the  league  behind  Pugh  —  and  an 
even  seven  rebounds  per  contest. 

DAVIS,  a  6-1  senior  cenier, 
led  the  Lady  Demons  in  rebound- 
ing from  Stan  to  fmish.  yanking 
down  258  boards  (9.6  average) 
while  also  doing  some  damage  on 
the  offensive  end  with  her  lU 
scoring  average.  Davis  managed 
485  rebounds  dunng  her  bnef 


two  year  NSU  career,  a  figure 
that  places  her  eighth  on  the  all- 
time  career  list. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
WILLIS  led  the  Demons  in  scor- 
ing wiih  a  15.1  average,  finding 
his  name  as  the  top  NSU  point 
maker  in  16  of  28  games,  includ- 
ing a  stretch  of  eight  straight 
games  midway  through  the 
season.  Willis,  who  finished 
fourth  in  the  GSC  sconng  race, 
ends  his  NSU  career  with  a  15.4 
average. 

JOt^ES  led  the  Gulf  Star 
Conference  in  field  goal  percen- 
tage for  the  second  consecutive 
season,  converting  130  of  211 
(61.6%)  of  his  action  shots  in  all 
games  and  an  incredible  50  of  74 
(67  J%)  in  league  action.  The  6-6 
junior  center  hauled  down  7.4 
retxxinds,  including  8.4  in  GSC 
games.
